A circuJar note addressed to the South 
and Central American diplomats by 
Secretary Lansing in connection with 
the Mexican situation was made public 
at the State Department yesterday.

ARREDONDO GIVES 
MEXICAN SIDE 10 
LATIN-AMERICANS 


Tells Republics Mexicans Are to 
Attack Only in Case of 
Aggression. 


SILENT ON TREVINO 


Says He Has Not Been Informed 
as to Warning by Carranza 
Commander. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—Eliseo Ar- 
redondo, Mexican Ambassador designate, 
today personally informed diplomatic 
representatives of South and Central 
American republics that the Carranza 
troops in the State of Chihuahua were 
under orders not to attack American 
troops unless the Americans assumed 
the aggressive. 

Arredondo stated he acted on instruc- 
tions from his Foreign Office. When 


Trevino, the Carranza commander in 
Chihuahua, that he would attack any 
American force moving east, west or 
scuth had been rescinded, he said he 
had instructions to make no mention of 
that matter. 


Discrepancy Is Explained. 
It was suggested in some quarters 


that the discrepancy between the Arre- 
dondo version of the orders and Gen. 
Trevino’s action was to be explained 
by the fact that the Mexicans would 
contend that any movement other than 
north by American troops Was an ag- 
gressive act. 

Arredondo’s hurried visit to his South 
and Central American colleague revived 
talk of the possibility of offers of me- 
diation of present and past difficulties. 
The State Department, however, has 
plainly indicated that it does not desire 
mediation and does not consider there 
is anything to mediate. 
~ Administration officials looked upon 
the Arredondo explanations as a plain 
effort to line up South and Céntral 
America behind Mexico, if not in force, 
at least in sympathy. Secretary Lansing 
sent a memorandum to the same diplo- 
mats yesterday, announcing the pur- 
poses of the United States: 

Arredondo explained late developments 
in the situation from the Mexican view- 
point to the diplomatic representatives 
and gave them the same information 
he left with the State Department yes- 
terday about the fight at Carrizal. Ina 
few hours he visited the Colombian, 
| Salvadorean, Venezuelan and «Bolivian 
legations and the Argentine embassy. 
His personal explanations will be con- 
tinued and the diplomats not now at 
Washington will be reached through 
Mexican Consuls. 


Desire for Peace. 
Arredondo was assured by the diplo- 


mats he saw that the Central and 
South American countries were anxious 
to see peace preserved between the 
United States and Mexico. 

The Ambassador said the orders to 
the troops in Chihuahua were given, to 
be in effect during all negotiations 
which may ensue between the two coun- 
tries, in order not to provoke any con- 
flict and give opportunity for such ne- 
gotiations to be conducted in an at- 
mosphere of friendly feeling.

HOUSE DECLARES 
EMERGENCY CALLS 


FOR USE OF MILITIA 


Amendment to Drafting Resolu- 
tion, Adopted Unanimously 
at Wish of President. 


DEPENDENTS 
Guardsmen’s Familics in Need 
of Help to Get Not Over 
$50 Monthly. 


AID FOR 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—In an 
amendment to the Hay resolution au- 
thorizing the President to draft into 
the Federal service immediately all na- 
tional guardsmen willing to take the 
Oath, the House today unanimously de- 
clared that an emergency now existed, 
necessitating a call on state troops. 

A new section of the bill offered by 
Representative Hay and also unanimous- 
ly adopted, would appropriate not to ex- 
ceed $1,000,000 for allowances not to ex- 
ceed $50 a month to dependents of na- 
tional guardsmen with no other income 
than the guardsmen’s pay. 

Questioned by Republican Leader 
Mann and others, after he,called up his 
resolution, Hay told the House that the 
resolution did not contemplate a state of 
war, but that the fact that the resolu- 
tion handed to him by the War Depart- 
ment “‘shows that in the opinion of the 
executive thé emergeficy does exist’ and 
that this resolution is absolutely neces- 
Sary to meet the emergency.”’ 

Two Hours of Debate. 

Unanimous consent for consideration 
of the resolution was given and gen- 
eral debate began under an agreement 
for a two-hour limit. 

. Representative Mann made a speech 
declaring that a state of war with Mex- 
ico already existed to all intends and 
purposes, and expressing the opinion that 
the regular troops were not carrying | 
out the purpose for which they were 
sent to Mexico. He said, however, that 
he did not see how they could be with- 
drawn under the present Situation, and 
if they were to stay, the military 
strength of the country necessarily must 
be increased. 

Representative Butler of Pennsylvania, 
Republican, urged that the President 
Should advise Congress of his reasons 
for determining that an emergency ex- 
isted. 

“I know what this resolution means,” 
he said in an impassioned speech, “I 
know that this resolution’s passage 
means the destruction of human lives 
and property and Perhaps a war for 
some years to come. I am willing to 
take my share of this responsibility, but 
I believe the President should advise 
Congress now.”’ 

“I think we are declaring war,’’ de- 
clared Representative Madden of IIli- 
nois. 

Hay replied that the President would 
be required to come back to Congress 
if a declaration of war should be deemed 
necessary. ‘This resolution does not 
ccntemplate a declaration of war or a 
declaration that a state of war exists,’’ 
he added. 

Indefinite Term of Service 

Representative Chiperfield of Illinois, 
who is a Lieutenant-Colonel in the na- 
tinal guard, argued that the term of 
service of the national guardsmen in the 
Federal service would not be indefinite. 
The résolution provides that the men 
shall serve for the period of the eemr- 
gency unless sooner discharged. 

Former Speaker Cannon declared a 
stae of war really existed and that if 
the President wanted to call it an 
emergency, when it was a war, that did 
not change the facts. 

Representative Fitzgerald of New 
York criticised the Republicans for their 
attitude. 

“Put the President in a position,”’ he 
pleaded, ‘“‘where he shall not have to 
wait in any emergency on Congress to 
act, but can act himeelf.”’ 

Representative Quin of Mississippi 
suggested that Republicans who for two 
years had been urging the President to 
send troops into Mexico had suddenly 
changed their positions.

TREVING BLAMES 
sl 5, MILITARY MEN 
FOR THe GRISIS 


They Have Disobeyed Their Su- 
periors in Actions in Mexico, 


He Declares. 


CHIHUAHUA CITY, Mexico, June 23. 
—Criticism of American military men, 
who, he said, have caused all the 
trouble between Mexico and the United 
States, was made by Gen. Jacinto Tre- 
vino, military commander of the North- 
east, in an interview with the Asso- 
ciated Press today. 

Gen. Trevino said that Gen. Hugh 
Scott was evidently wrong when he told 
the Mexicon conferees at the meeting 
in E£l Paso that the American military, 
least of all factors in the United States, 
wished to fight against Mexico. 

‘The American military had disobeved 
the orders of its own chiefs, has never 
respected the feelings or the property 
of Mexican citizens and has contemptu- 
ously ignored the dispositions of the 
Mexican Government,’ declared the 
General. 

“Tl do not want war,” 
vino, ‘“‘and I am doing my utmost to 
control the situation, but if war is 
forced’ on the Mexican nation by the 
Americans, I am both ready and willing 
to do my duty, like every other faith- 
ful son, to uphold the honor and dignity 
of my country.” 

Officers arriving here today with the 
body of Gen. Felix Gomez, who was 
killed in the Carrizal engagement, said 
that the American leaders evidently 
had instructed their men to concentrate 
their fire on the General, who, on ac- 
count of his great size, was an easy 
target.. They said Gen. Gomez was the 
first Mexican to fall, with three: bullets 
i. his chest. 

From Col. Zuazua, at Namiquipa, 
comes the report that the Namiquipa 
base has practically been abandoned 
and that the Americans have given the 
ranchers more than 200 rifles that were 
taken from the Villa bandits, 

Gen. Trevino is still treating with 
Contreras. Hernandez and other Villa 
leaders to come in and help expel the 
invaders.

Boyd and 
her two children were in St. Louis the 
first of this week, and left Wednesday 
night for Rye Beach, N.: H., to be with 
Mrs. Schroers. While here they visited 
Mrs. Adele Dieckriede of %06 Longfel- 
low boulevard. 

Mrs. Schroers is the widow of the for- 
mer general manager of the St. Louis 
Times and the Westliche Post. Her first 
husband, Mrs. Boyd’s father, was at one 
time Park Commissioner of St. Louis. 

Capt. Boyd was born in lowa in 1870 
and made the army his career, taking 
the West Point course. He was made 2 
Second Lieutenant in 1896. In the Span- 
ish-American war he was a Major in 
the Thirty-seventh U. S. Volunteer In- 
fantry. After this regiment was mus- 
tered out he was sent to the Philippines, 
and in: 1903 he was advanced to a cap- 
taincy. In the year following his mar- 
riage he was for 10 months Governor of 
the District of Cotabato, In the Moro 
Province. His bride was known to the 
natives as ‘Senora Commandante,” and 
a datto served as her bodyguard against 
hostile tribesmen. 

Capt. Boyd was graduated in 1912, with 
high honors, from the army school of 
the line at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. He 
has since held various commands, and 
his family has lived at Leavenworth for 
the last year. 


Capt. Morey and Lieut. Adair Both 
Distinguished in the Service, 
Lieut. Henry E. Adair was noted in 
army circles as an able polo player. He 
was born in Oregon April 13, 1882, ap- 
pointed a cadet to West Point Aug. 1], 
1900, made a Second Lieutenant in the 
Tenth Cavalry June 15, 1964, and pro-' 
moted to First Lieutenant June 2%, 1911.

He was graduated from the Mounted 
Service School, Fort Riley, Kan., in 1912. 
He returned in 1915, completing the sec- 
ond year course in that school that year. 

Capt. Lewis 8S. Morey had just re- 
turned from the Philippines, where he 
had detailed with the Ninth Cavalry. He 
was born in New York, July 19, 1875, 
appointed a cadet to West Point from 
Texas June 15, 1896, made a Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Tenth ‘Cavalry June 13. 
1910. On Feb. 2, 1911. he was made a 
First Lieutenant in the Twelfth Cavalry 
and promoted to a captaincy in the 
Twelfth, March tf, 1911. He also has 
seen service with the Seventh Cavalry.

The original orders to the guardsmen 
were for their mobilization in state con- 
centration camps to await further or- 
ders. The War Department had planned 
to call upon the states which effected 
the best and earliest complete mobiliza- 
tion, having regard to the distance and 
time for transportation. 

Immediate Movement Expected. 

Today's orders are expected to result 
in the immediate movement toward the 
border of separate regiments from many 
states whose entire national guard 
strength has not been assembled. The 
War Department had no advices today 
showing definitely the progress of the 
mobilisation of the 100,000 national 
guardsmen called for border service. 

By the new order, mustering officers 
in the various departments are instruct- 
ed to submit to the departmental com- 
manders reports on the progress being 
made by each national guard organiza- 
tion with its mobilization.

MOBILIZED AGAIN IN 1898 


Spent Six Months at Chickamau- 
ga, Ga., but Was Not 
Sent to Front. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 

NEVADA, Mo., June 2.—Of the 
four regiments of infantry at the 
camp, the First Regiment is the 
only one to have seen active 
service in the field. The First Regiment 
was in action during the Civil War un- 
der the name of the First Missouri Vol- 
unteers. The regiment was organized 
in 182 and the first armory was located 
t Fourth street and Washington avenue. 

Among the former commanders of the 
regiment are Frank P. Blair, James G. 
Butler, George O. Carpenter, Daniel P. 
Slattery, Eugene J. Spencer and Nelson 
G. Edwards. 

The regiment was reorganized after 
the close of the Civil War. At the-time 
of the Spanish-American war the regi- 
ment was ordered into a concentration 
camp at Chickamaugua, Ga. The stay 
here lasted six morfths and was attend- 
ed by internal complications and con- 
tinual wrangling between Col, Edwin 
Batdorf, who was in command of the 
regiment, and Lon V. Stephens, Govern- 
or of Missouri, over the subject of the 
appointment as commissioned officers of 
meén outside the regiment. . 

The First Regiment also has per- 
formed service in crises during strikes. 
In 1887, the regiment protected im- 
mense areas of property and stores 
of equipment in the St. Louis and 
East St. Louis railroad yards during 
a strike of railroad employes. Three 
hours after the St. Louis cyclone of 
1896 the militia took charge of the 
situation and maintained a semblance 
of order until the police were able to 
cope with the situation. The soldiers 
patroled: the streets, protected prop- 
erty from robbery and fed and housed 
hundreds of sufferers at the armory 
during the disaster. Col. A. B. Dan- 
nelly, the present commander, is the 
oldest oficer in point of service in the 
regiment, He enlisted as a private 
in 1896°and has filled every position 
in the company with the exception 
of a second lieutenancy. 

Was at Chickamauga, 

The Second Infantry, now commanded 
by Col. W. A Raupp, was organized in 
1888 among the towns of Southwest Mis- 
souri. The nearest this regiment has 
been to active service was during its at- 
tendance at the Chickamauga (Ga.)

ARMS FOR MEXIGD 


Baron Ishii Declares Story That 
His Country Will Supply 
Carranza Is Absurd. 


ALLIES NEED MUNITIONS 


Washington Discounts Stories 
That Japanese in Mexico 
Would Be Hostile to U. S. 


TOKIO, June 2@—Of course any 
Claims that the Japanese “fovernment 
will assist Mexicans with munitions 
and arms is out of the question and ab- 
surd,” said Baron Ishii, Foreign Min- 


ister, to a correspendent of the Associ- 
ater Press who askod him today for 
his views on the Mexican situation. 
The interview was sought on account of 
declarations attributed to Mexicans 
that assurances had been received from 
Japan that munitions and other aasist- 
ance would be given to Mexico in event 
o* war with the United States. 

“As for private Japanese companies 
selling arms to Mexicans,”’ the Foreign 
Minister continued, ‘‘I consider it ex- 
trtmely improbable. As you know, all 
available rifles and guns are being fur- 
nished to Japan's allies to assist in 
bringing the European war to a suc- 
cessful issue. And I fancy, though I do 
not know, that munitions not available 
for our allies may have found their 
way to China during the revolutionary 
troubles. 

Japan Would Deplore War. 

“Let me say this with all the em- 
phasis and earnestness at my com- 
mand,” said the Minister. “The Ja- 
panese nation sincerely hopes that 
armed conflict between the United 
States and Mexico may be avoided. 
Japan’s interests in America, North, 
Central and South, being essentially 
pacific and commercial, any event 
bringing disturbances into the Ameri- 
can market would be Keenly felt in 
Japan. 

“This is especially true at a moment 
when the whole European trade is vir- 
tually closed to Japan and the Chi- 
nese market is seriously upset.’’ 

Baron Ishii expressed surprise and mys- 
tification when the correspondent re- 
ferred to Gen. Ramon Iturbe, a repre- 
sentative of Gen. Carranza, who was 
reported several weeks ago to be on his 
way to Japan on a secret mission. The 
Baron declared he never had heard of 
Gen. Iturbe or his projected visit. He 
explained that he regarded the Carran- 
za Government as the de facto Govern- 
ment of Mexico, and that the individual 
relations with Gen. Carranza were being 
maintained. Japan’s interest in Mex- 
ico, he said, were in charge of Secre- 
tary Ohta, formerly attached to the 
Japanese embassy at Washington. He 
said he had received no advices from 
Secretary Ohta in regard to the present 
situation. 

Carranza Minister Arrives. 

Col. Manuel Romero, recently appoint- 
ed Minister to Japan by Gen. Carranza, 
has reached this country, but has not 
had an audience with the himperor and 
the Baron said it was fmpossible to state 
when he would be received in audience. 
Any idea that the Japanese Govern- 
ment was interferring in the Mexican 
situation, he declared, was as absurd as 
the idea that munitions were being sup- 
plied. 

M. C. Tellez, the Mexican Charge, de- 
clared to the Associated Press that no 
Mexican negotiations with Japan for 
munitions were under way. He said the 
last Mexican transaction in Japan was 
between Gen. Huerta and the Mitsui 
company in 1918. 

Tellez said he heard recently that 
Gen. Iturbe had gone to Spain on a 
military mission. He cabled to his Gov- 
ernment about the report that Iturbe 
was coming to Japan and was informed 
in reply that the report was ground- 
less. Col. Romero, Tellez said, arrived 
in Tokio a fortnight ago, announcing 
that he came in the capacity of Mexican 
Minister, and was living at the Mexican 
legation. He visited Baron Ishii and 
requested an interview with the Em- 
peror. It was he who negotiated the 
purchase of arms for Gen. Huerta in 
1913. Asked where Gen. Carranza would 
obtain munitions, Tellez replied: 

““‘We make them in Mexico and, like 
Villa, have imported them from the 
United States.”’ 

The Oriental steamship liner Seiyo 
Maru, which sailed May 29 for South 
American ports, is due at San Francisco 
tomorrow and at Salina Cruz, Mexico, 
nine days later. Manager Asano said 
today that she carried no arms or mu- 
nitions and that the only freight ship- 
ment to Salina Cruz consisted of two 
cases of camphor consigned to Foo 
Khing-Tai, a Chinaman. He stated that 
the steamships of his line carried no 
munitions at any time and would refuse 
to transport a cargo of them. The Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha (Japanese Mail 
Steamship Co.) instituted last month a 
service to New York via Panama, with 
the steamship Tsushima Maru. Her 
cargo of 13,000 tons includes black lead 
and copper. A representative of the 
i Nippon Yusen Kaisha said: 

“The cargo of the Tsushima Maru is 
consigned to New York. The vessel 
merely coals at San Francisco and does 
not stop in Mexico. I can say in the 
most emphatic manner that Tsushima 
Maru transports no munitions. Our 
steamers never carry munitions to 
America.” 

The agents of the British wtendhatite 
Indrakuala, which sailed for Boston 
June 21, by way of San Francisco, state 
that she carries a general cargo, has no 
munitions on board, and will not call

Troopers Say Mexicans Attacked Without Prov- 
ocation—Scout Says American Commander 
Thought Mexicans Were Bluffing. © 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., June 23.—Gen. 
Funston is awaiting today further de- 
tails from Gen. Pershing of the fight 
near Carrizal between Mexicans under 
Gen. Felix Gomez and Troops C and K 
of the Tenth United States Cavalry 
under Capt. Charles Boyd. 

Fear that the casualties suffered by 
Capt. Boyd’s command were heavy is 
expressed by army officers here. It is 
pointed out that if 12 men were killed, 
as reported through Mexican sources, 
it would mean that from 3% .to 4 had 
been wounded, acvording: to t#e usual 
proportion. This, with the number re- 
ported from Chihuahua to have been 
captured, would account for practically 
one troop, or 50 per cent of the com- 
mand. Indeed, from the reports avail- 
able so far, it is by no means certain 
that Capt. Boyd’s command was not 
practically wiped out. 

The final outcome of the tight was not 
made known in Gen. Pershing’s report, 
received at headquarters late last night, 
nor was any indication given of the 
aumber of casualties suffered by the 
American force. This report was based 
on the stories of several stragglers, who 
had made their way back to the main 
column, These men apparently had been 
herse holders. 

According to the story told to Gen. 
Pershing by these stragglers, the at- 
tack was entirely unprovoked and was 
made after the Mexican force had part- 
ly surrounded the Americans under 
cover of a parley between Gen. Gomez 
and Capt. Boyd. It was not until after 
the Mexicans had opened with a machine 
xun on the Ainerican troopers that Capt. 
Boyd dismounted his command and re- 
turned the fire, according to the stras- 
glers’ story. 

Mexicans Call for a Parley. 

They reported to Gen. Pershing that 
the forces under Capt. Boyd and Capt. 
Lewis 8. Morey joined at Ojo Santo 
Domingo on June 20 and proceeded to- 
gether toward Carrizal, arriving within 
a mile of that town at 7:30 a.m. on 
June 2]. Capt. Boyd, the senior officer, 
ordered a halt at that point and sent a 
courier into Car..zal to ask permission 
of the Mexican commander to pass 
through the town. This permission was 
refused, according to the courier, but 
while he was making his report, a mes- 
senger arrived from Gen. Gomez with 
word that the American tioors would 
be allowed to pass through, provided 
Capt. Boyd would stop within the town 
for a parley. ; 

Before Capt. Boyd had dispatched an 
answer to this message, Gen. Gomez 
himself rode out to meet the American 
commander, accompanied by several 
members of his staff. While they were 
talking, according to the stragglers, 
large numbers of the Mexican garrison 
poured out of the town and began to 
crowd toward the American forces from 
all sides, so that they were in danger 
of being surrounded. 

Capt. Boyd, according to report, pro- 
tested emphatically against this move- 
ment. What reply was made to this pro- 
test by Gen. Gomez was not known by 
the returning troopers, but Gen. Gomez

fess toward his own lines. The mo- 
ment he reached his men, according to 
the report to Gen, Pershing; the Mexi- 
cans opened fire with a machine gun. 
Capt. Boyd immediately dismounted his 
men, deployed them as skirmishers and 
returned the fire.

»« Apparently the men who made their 
way back to Gen. Pershing’s headquar- 
ters did not encounter the two squad- 
rons of the Bleventh Cavalry sent 
by Gen. Pershing to find the two 
troops of the Tenth, and no report from 
this source had' reached Gen. Pershing 
last night. . 

Gen. Funston pointed out a discrepan- 
cy in the report coming through Mexi- 
can sources to the effect that Capt. 
Morey had been killed. The Mexican 
report stated that the American com- 
mander had been killed while Gen. 
Funston pointed out that Capt. Boyd 
was the senior officer of Capt. Morey 
and would have been in command. 

Believe Attack Was Unprovoked. 

Gen. Pershing’s report stated that he 
had warned Capt. Boyd before the latter 
left the main column that he was on & 
reconnoitering expedition only and that 
he was to use every preéaution against 
precipitating a clash with Mexican 
troops. 

Army men believed that Capt. Boyd, 
after he dismounted and deployed his 
men, was forced to fall back to escape 
the cross fire of the Mexicans. It is 
believed that those captured may have 
been®cut off from the main body by an 
overwhelming force. The fact that men 
detailed to hold the horses reached Gen. 
Pershing’s column also is believed to ac- 
count in a measure for the heavy casu- 
alties. It is thought that they might 
have turned loose the horses they 
were holding, after selecting the best 
for themselves. The command was with- 


out wagons, stretchers or other means 
of transporting the wounded and the 
less of the horses may have been a 
serious factor in delaying a retreat, en- 
cumbered with wounded men. The care 
of the wounded is believed to be respon- 
sible for the delay of a report from the 
detachment of the Eleventh Cavalry, 
sent as a rescue party Progress must 
be slow, as the wounded would have 
to be carried on improvised fitters. 
Boyd’s Record Excellent, 

Capt. Boyd’s previous record influ- 
ences army men to place confidence In 
the report of the stragglers as to the 
opening of the engagement. He is re- 
garded as one of the most efficient and 
careful officers of the army and a 
stickler for obeying orders to the letter. 
Officers here refuse to believe that he 
ordered his men to fire wntil after he 
was attacked, in view of his orders.

Fight as Related By Mexicans 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, June 2%.—A 
story of the fight at Carrizal was told 
here by Leon H. Spillsbury, a Mormon 
scout, employed by Gen. Pershing, who, 
with 17 negro troopers of the Tenth Cav- 
alry, were captured in the fight, was 
brought ‘here yesterday. 

Spillsbury said Capt. Charles T. Boyd, 
who commanded the Americans, and 
Lieut. Henry R. Adair, were among the 
killed. A Capt. Moore (probably Capt. 
Lewis S. Morey), who was with the 
American detachment, was wounded in 
the shoulder, but escaped. 

In detailing the story, which he said 
Spillsbury told to. him, Gen. Jacinto 
Trevino, commander of the military dis- 
trict of the northeast, announced that 
at any time and-at any place the Amer- 
ican troops move other than towards the 
border, he will comply to the letter with 
his superior’s order and will attack 
them as Gen. Felix Gomez did at Car- 
rizal. 

Gen. Trevino said that all diplomatic 
arrangements are outside of his sphere. 


Purported Story of Scout, 

Spilisbury’s story, as announced by 
Gen. Trevino, was to the effect that 76 
negroes, comprising Troop H of the 
Tenth Cavalry, Capts. Boyd and Moore, 
Lieut. Adair and himself, composed the 
American detachment that encountered 
the Mexicans. He said that he saw on 
the field the dead bodies of Boyd and 
Adair and at least ll of the negroes.

Continued progress for Gen. von 
Linsingen’s forces in fighting west 
and southwest of Lutsk, despite re- 
peated counter attacks by the Rus- 
sians, was announced today by the 
War Office.

PETROGRAD, June 23.—The last 
two days have brought no essential 
change in the situation of Gen. Brus- 
siloff’s front. Crossing the River 
Sereth in Bukowina, Gen. Letchitz- 
ky’s forces have progressed slightly 
further south in pursuit of the Aus- 
trian Gen. Planzer’s army, but in the 
center and along the northern flank 
the Russian drive has been halted by 
the fierce counter offensive of the 
Teutonic allies. 

The defense of the Kovel-Lutsk re- 
gion has been taken over entirely by 
German reinforcements newly ar- 
rived from the French front and 
which are making a determined at- 
tempt to regain the ground lost dur- 
ing the first 10 days of the Russian 
advance. One group of German 
forces is concentrated at Kovel, whete 
it attempted to advance toward Kolki, 
but after a sharp conflict in the 
neighborhood of the Stokod River 
was forced to retire by the Russians. 

The second group of German forces, 
defending Viadimir-Volynzki has 
started an advance along the main 
road leading from Vliadimir-Volynsk!i 
to Lutsk, while a third group, with 
headquarters at Sokal, is likewise 
joining in the movement to press 
back the extended northern flank of 
Gen. Brussiloff’s army. 

On the other points of the frontier 
further Russian operations are being 
delayed by the necessity for consoli- 
dating positions already won. 

The official statement issued yesterday 
said: 

“On Wednesday night. following artil- 
lery preparation, the Germans took the 
offensive on the front of the Dvinsk 
position along the Poniewsch Railway. 
They were éverywhere repulsed. 

“In the region in front of Dubatowka. 
32 versts south of Lake Vischnevskoie, 
the Germans, after intense artillery 
preparation, launched an offensive and 
seized a portion of our trenches. We 
hastened reinforcements to the scene 
and drove the enemy back to his own 
A eran 


riven Across River, 
“South ‘of Krevo the Germans crossed 


the river Kreviianka. Our force pre- 
vented their further advance and drove 
them back to the west bank of the 
river. 

‘In the region of Gruziatyn the enemy 
attacked in mass formation, but was put 
to flight, leaving on the ground numbers 
of killed and wounded. 

“In the region west of Sokul, on the 
Btyr, we repulsed, by a counter attack, 
a German offensive and captured about 
600 prisoners and some machine guns. 

“In the region of Radmiesto, on the 
Stokhod west of Svidniks and east of 
Vorontchine, extremely violent fighting 
continues. We took no prisoners. This 
is explained by the exasperation of our 
troops, who refused quarter to the Ger- 
mans, who had been employing explosive 
bullets. In these attacks a brave de- 
tachment of territorial reserves from 
Yaroslav participated. Their commander 
was wounded, but refused to quit the 
ranks. 

“On the Stripa, west of Gaivoronka, 
our troops captured portions of the 
enemy's trenches. 

‘We are continuing our pursuit of the 
enemy on the extreme left wing (in 
Bukowina). We have occupied § Ra- 
dautz (a city of 13,000 inhabitants, 30 
miles south of Czernowitz) and taken 
an additional 22 officers and 1000 men 
and three machine guns and 27 packages 
of machine gun ammunition. 

“On the Black Sea our torpedo boats 
sank five large sailing vessels and a 
number of small ships with their car- 
goes.

RUSSIAN STEAMER 
CARRYING 800 13 
SUNK BY A MINE 


Loss of Life in Black Sea Dis- 
aster Is Said to Be Very 
Heavy. 


PETROGRAD, June 23.—The loss of 
life on the steamer Mercury, which 
was sunk by a mine in the Biack Sea, 
has been undoubtedly large from late re- 
ports received in regard to the list. 
The Mercury was traveling from 
Odessa to Kherson with 800 passengers. 
The vessel struck the mine 13 miles 
from Odessa and two miles off the 
shore in a roush sea. The bow was 
blown off and the ship sank in a few 
minutes. 

Thirteen boats which were sent to the 
rescue were unable t6 approach the 
scene owing to the heavy sea, but’ suc- 
ceeded in rescuing passengers who were 
strong swimmers or who floated to 
there on fragments of the wreckage. 
In this way a majority of the pas- 
sengers were saved. Twenty-eight 
bodies have been washed ashore.

“3. The immediate dissolution of 
the Chamber, followed by new elec- 
tions, after the period required by 
the Constitution and after general 
demobilization has restored the elec- 
toral body to normal conditions. 

“4. Replacement of certain police 
functionaries, whose § attitude, in- 
spired by foreign influence, has fa- 
cilitateq attempts against peaceable 
citizens, as well as insults against 
the Allied legwations and those under 
their jurisdiction.”

A ship of the 
Texas company is due in Port Arthur 
tcday with 21 refugees from Tampico.

American’s Uniform, 

NACO, Ariz., June 23.—William 
Humphrey, a half-breed Mexican watch- 
man at the Naco water plant was ex- 
onerated of criminal blame late yester- 
day by a Coroner's jury for killing early 
in the day one United States soldier and 
wounding five others, one seriously. 
Humphrey testified that he could not 
see the uniforms of the infantrymen and 


s believed them to be bandits. 


The soldiers were fired upon as they 
approached the plant at 2 a. m, to 
change the guard. Before they could 
make known ‘their identity these casual- 
ties had resulted: 

Walter E. Powell, private, was shot 
through the chest and abdomen. He 
lived one hour. 

John G. Rogoya, private, shot through 
the neck and right shoulder, right arm 
and right thigh, condition serious. 

R. N. Martin, First Sergeant, flesh 
wounds on back and shoulder; not seri- 
ous. 

Harry Pittson, Sergeant, severely 
wounded in muscles of right shoulder. 

Victor Lundmark, Corporal, wounded 
in right elbow. 

William R. Stevenson, private, flesh 
wound over right hip. 

All of the soldiers were members of 
Company F,.Fourteenth U. 8. Infantry. 
Watchman Humphrey stated he was 
startled by the approach of the squad 
of men and called to them to learn their 
identity. When no answer was received 
he opened fire.

SEA POWER, SAYS VON 


Former Head of Kaiser's Fleet Says 
England Has Long Plotted Econo- 
mic Downfall of Teutons. 

BERLIN via London, June 23.— 
Grand Admiral von Tirpitz; former 
head of the German admiralty, in a 
letter of thanks for the welcome re- 
cently accorded him at Freiburg. 
Baden, declared that he had returned 
from East Asia and America 19 years 
ago convinced that England would 
use the most extreme measures to 
prevent Germany's further prosperous 
development. He was even then con- 
vinced that England would endeavor 
te Mestroy Germany's political and 


economic power. 

Admiral von Tirpitz commendge the 
efforts to maintain Germany’s influ- 
erce at sea in all circumstances, 
sayin 

4 ya de absolutely requires for 
its whole economic life, to be a sea 
factor, otherwise it would cease to 
remain a continental European power 
and slowly but surely dectine.’

KAISER'S LETTER

EXGITES CURIOSITY 


Madrid Paper Questions That It 
Is Merely Message of Thanks 
for Aid to Refugees. 


MADRID, June 23.—Great interest and 
curiosity are manifested over the visit 
to Cartagena of the German submarine 
bearing a letter to King Alfonso from 
the German Emperor. EI! Liberal is 
skeptical concerning the explanation 
that the letter is merely one of thanks 
for the treatment shown Germans in- 
terned from the Kamerun. 

The paper points out the peculiarity 
of the choice of a submarine to ..carry 
imperial documents and says that the 
commander of the undersea craft com- 
mitted an offense against international 
rules by entering the port and com- 
municating with the German interned 
ship Roma before the Spanish naval 
authorities were consulted.

LONDON, June 23.—A news agency dis- 
patch from Cartagena says the German 
submarine U-35 left that port at 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning, traveling in an east- 
erly direction.

RAINBOW AFTER 


SUNSET FEATURE 
UF HEAVY STORM 


Appears in Almost Darkness— 
Houses Hit by Lightning and 
Several Persons Hurt. 


Several persons were injured and 
houses were struck by lightning in a 
heavy electrical storm which passed 
over St. Louis and East St. Louts be- 
tween 6:30 and 8 p. m. yesterday.

We must wait for the facts, but we cannot 
evade the crux of the situation. Our Govern- 
ment has notified the de facto Mexican Gov- 
ernment that we intend to punish Villa and his 
Mexican mauraders and that we will chastise 
all who interfere with this plan. We have not 
excepted the de facto Government’s forces. We 
still have that duty to perform. The action of 
the Mexican officer at Carrizal indicates that 
our plans are interfered with and that we will 
have to chastise the de facto Government, un- 
less it takes radical action in reverse of its 


present attitude. 


One thing we do know, that whatever may be 
our purpose—whether to punish bandits, chastise 
the de facto Government or establish orderly 
government—we ought to have an ample force 
to do the work quickly and thoroughly.

Not only the people of St. Louis County, but the 
people of Jefferson and other counties await the 
action of the Court on the points of law raised by 
the Attorney-General for the Court’s ruling before 
the bonds are to be issued. 

While the suit is pending the bonds wait and 
road work is held back. This is the season for 
road work and if the decision is* delayed until 
autumn nearly a year will be lost because work 
ceases in the winter months. 

The loss of a year will be severely felt by the 
people who will be benefited by good roads. It 
means loss of comfort, conveniences and money. 
It means delay in the great work of progress and 
improvement which is so vital to the growth and 
prosperity of Missouri. 

If the Supreme Court can, without delaying 
other more important matters, pass upon this 
case before the summer vacation it would be a real 
service to the people. Assuming that the bonds 
are valid it will put good road work ahead a 
year. If the bonds are not valid a year will be 
gained in preparing for another bond issue.

The instinct for the most scrupulous sanita- 
tion in all matters affecting the mouth, accord- 
ingly, has a sound basis in the approval of 
science. Theories drawn from recent medical 
discoveries invest dentistry with new impor- 
tance and dignity.

If pride in persoual appearance fs not a suf- 
ficient incentive to painstaking care of teeth, 
knowledge of the part played by good teeth 
in bodily nourishment should induce such care. 
Those indifferent to: these promptings should be 
moved by the danger of neglected teeth to the 
vital organs. 

Dental inspection of school children is so far 
from being a mere fad as to be justified by the 
establishment of adequate health standards and 
the prevention of disabling and even deadly 
maladies.

By 
the middie of the afternoon prices of 
some of the industrial stocks that be- 
long in the purely speculative group 
Showed declines amounting in several 
cases to 5 or 6 points. 

“The opening was fairly firm, with 
changes in prices insignificant in the 
main. The firmness was maintained for 
a while, but as the day advanced de- 
clines and rallies followed each other ir- 
regularly, and the market gradually 
worked to lower levels. Some losses oc- 
curred in the railway shares, but as 
usual the most pronounced declines were 
in a few of the industrial stocks. Ir- 
regularity and hesitation, “er t much 
apparent connection with day’s 
news, characterized the sin 

The Mexican Situation. 

‘Conjectures as to just what effect 
a final break with Mexico would have 
on the stock market today gave place, to 
a certain extent, to an increasing hope 
that such a break might be avoided. 
Dispatches from Washington told of con- 
ferences between the Mexican diplomatic 
representatives and the representatives 
of other Latin-American states... From 
the capital, also, came reports of a 
more conciliatory attitude on the part 
of the head of the de facto Mexican Gov- 
ernment. 

“Just what effect an actual and ad- 
mitted outbreak of hostilities would have 
on prices and on the subsequent course 
of the market remains as uncertain as 
ever, unless it be accepted that the fail- 
ure of prices in general to decline heav- 
ily, in view of the recent prospect of an 
open break, argues that the market has 
already discounted such an event. In 
@ market which remains in the hands of 
professional speculators, however, this

The Position of Metals. 
“The outlook in MexXican affairs was 
again the dominating influence in the 
stock market. A more narrow and spe- 
cific factor, applying chiefly to only a 
comparatively few stocks, was again the 
discussion of the condition of the metal 
market, and the fear that output may 
have been brought to a point where it 
cannot be absorbed. 
“The tangible evidence adduced to 
support this belief, was the fact that 
there has been admittedly little buying 
of metals for some weeks past. This, 
however, is a perfectly familiar situa- 
tion, following a heavy buying move- 
ment by consumers. Producers, in in- 
creasing their output, have had to make 
their calculations to meet the heavy de- 
mand, and at the same time to guard 
against expanding their operations to a 
point that would prove a menace should 
the demand slacken. Whether they 
have leaned too far toward the side of 
big production is a question which will 
not be determined »y a period of dull- 
ness or activity in the metal market, 
but by the trend of that market over a 
considerable time. 
“From the stock market viewpoint, the 
action of the copper, zinc, and other 
metal shares is involved in the fact that 
these stocks have in the recent past, 
apparently received artificial stimula- 
tion, making them especially sensitive 
to the withdrawal of such support. 
“The copper shares, especially, have 
also been under the added disadvantage 
of liquidation by European holders, and 
the cutting off of speculation by the 
European money centers, which on vari- 
ous occasions have been heavily inter- 
ested in the stocks of some of the large 
American copper companies. 
‘‘With these considerations in mind, 
the stock market today, as for the last 
few days, paid littlesheed to the earn- 
ings which the companies are deriving 
from the high price « of copper metal.
